Harris ad- 
mitted that the board spent money 
blindly In furnishing the capítol, and 
that when the contract for the metallic 
furniture was made there was no defi- 
nite idea of the cost. He thought it 
would cost between $100,000 and |200,- 
000, and had not the slightest idea that 
it would amount to $2,000,000. He ex- 
plained that if he had any conception 
that this furniture would have cost 
$2,000,000 he would not have placed 
his name to the contract. 


Harris then declared it was the duty 
of Huston, who was the board's archi- 
tect, to keep watch over the con- 
tractors and see that all contracts were 
faithfully fulfilled. 
"If the architect 
had been faithful in his duty," he went 
on, "and had the contracts been lived 
up to as he could have forced them to, 
I believe there would have been no 
trouble and that there would have been 
no scandal." 


Harris then explained that after the 
Pennsylvania Construction 
company 
was ordered by the board to prepare 
plans and specifications for the me- 
tallic furniture for the new capítol, 
this order was rescinded and Archi- 
tect Huston was selected to prepare 
new designs at a commission of 4 per 
cent.

For several years I had cherished 


An ambition to ^photograph the big 
Came of Africa in its native haunts. 
Until recently, however, the difficulty 
lay in approaching the larger, fiercer 
.wild beasts near enough to secure 
good pictures without being actually 
torn to pieces or trampled to death. 
Bat the telephotographic lens seemed 
to help us over this obstacle; and 
from the day I took my first success- 
ful photograph with it, the desire to 
Ylsit Africa and bring home pictures 
of its huge wild animals revived. 


The kindness of a German who was 


the New York agent for a Hamburg 
firm which imported and dealt in wild 
animals for" menageries and "zoos" 
assisted me. 


A letter of introduction from him 


and the payment of a reasonable sum 
of money enabled me to join one of 
the hunting parties then about to 
proceed with cages from Mombasa, 
British East Africa, to the plains, 
.which lie between Kilimanjaro and- 
(Victoria Xyanza. Thus I was spared 
all expense and responsibility other 
than as a member of a well-organized- 
party of Dutch and Swahili hunters. 
The ^advantage of this can only be 
appreciated by those who have tried 
to gravel in Africa. 


Telephotography/ consists in apply- 


ing th? principle-'of the telescope to 
the camera. Just as by/using a tele- 
scope, distant objects can be made 
•to appear near the eye, so by applying 
.a telephotographic lens to the cam- 
era, the object to be photographed 
-can be made to appear near at hand 
even when it is really half a mile 
-away. -

I cannot say that I advanced with 


confidence or co~u*age, I peeped fear- 
fully round at every step; but the 
ruse succeeded for fhe instant.

Instead of feeling relieved, how-

HOTOGRAPBING 
llllllllllllllll A LION

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For several years I had cherished 
an ambition to'^photograph the big 
i:ame of Africa in its native haunts. 
, .Until reCeifttiy, however, the difficulty 
lay in approaching the larger, fiercer 
^ild beasts near enough to secure 
good pictures without being actually 
torn to pièces or trampled to death. 
But the telephotographjte lens seemed 
to help us over this obstacle; and 
from the day I took my first success- 
ful photograph with it, the desire to 
Tisit Africa and bring home pictures 
of Its huge wild animals revived. 


Th.e kindness of a German who was 
the New York agent for a Hamburg 
firm which imported and dealt in wild 
animals fof menageries and "zoos" 
assisted me. 


A letter of introduction from lilm 
and the payment of a reasonable sum 
of money enabled me to join one of 
the hunting parties then about to 
proceed with cages from Mombasa, 
British East Africa, to the plains, 
•Which He between Kilimanjaro and* 
iVictoria Nyanza. 
Thus I was spared 
all expense and responsibility other 
than as a member of a well-organized 
party of Dutch and Swahili hunters. 
The advantage of tliis can only bo 
appreciated by those who have tried 
to ifâvel In Africa, 
'^yelephotographw consists in apply- 
ing the principle'Of the telescope to 
the camera. 
Just as by,'using a tele- 
scope, dista^nt objects can be made 
'.to appear near the eye, so by applying 
,a telephotographic lens to the cam- 
•era, the object to be photographed 
»can be made to appear near at hand 
even when it Is really half a mile 
.away. 


• I was in this country seven weeks, 
until Claas Dendricks and his hunters

One day^Dendricks and two of the 
Bwahlll hunters started to visit some

I turned' aside, hoping to secure a 
,picture of the tall creatures. 
. The breeze favored me; but the 
two giraffes kept moving off, and I 
followed them for a mile or more, 
passing a large

high reeds where wild boars had been 
wallowing, and afterward a number 
of thickets, growing about several 
large rough rocks.

might have taken a dozen pictures of 
him. 


What to do next, or rather what 
the lion might do next, was what now 
gave mo anxiety.

Plainly he was getting warmed', um 
and how long I could stand him. off 
with my black cloth was.

It was covered with about twenty feet 
of debris. 


Unfortunately the tomb lay In the 
bed of a water course and the perco- 
lation of water has severely damaged 
such perishable objects as wood and 
tlio mummy itself. 
Apart from this, 
however, the tomb is in the same con- 
dition as when it wais left by the 
priests amid the thix)es of a religious 
revolution which had spent its force 
before Moses -was born. 
The tomb 
bears witness to the blind rage of the 
victorious priesthood at Thebes and 
the Intensity of their hatred toward 
the heretic King, whose mother and 
Jnspirer was- Tele. 


After describing the work of dese- 
cration, the Times adds that ueverthe- 
lef» tho Qtf«on*3 jewelry 
and 
the 
sheets of solid gold with which the 
sepulchre -was literally filled were left 
untouched. Wherever the excavators 
walkoá they trcuái upon fragments of 
gold plate and" ^Id. lesct There wa« 
no sarowphagus. bit a huge' catafalque, 
which had been- torn to piece» by 
the priests, had hem erected over th^ 
mummy of the Que»n. 


It was thickly plated wlUii gold In- 
side and outside, auid. engraved wn;th 
the names^ arad titles of Teio and her 
son. as well as with represftntaticm:s 
of their adbratlon of the soUu^ disxi. 
It is curious- that -th^- -whol»» figure- 
ofl the King hacE been destroyed; whilir 
that of his motljccr had been allowecfi 
ti> remain unharmed. Tlie coffin, with 
the* mummy within it, had been» car- 
ried' to tho scHUhi side o:f the tomb, 
WheiTQ it lay upon: a bit^r encmsted 
with gold and supported by four lion's 
claws^ also of gold.- 


The wood-work o£i the b^er, unhap- 
pily, had been conviKrted. into touch- 
wood by the action oiS the ViTniGV. T3he 
coffin, however, was intact, and iC^ is 
a superb example o« the jewellars 
work. The wood of '^vhich il is oam^ 
posed Is «ntlrely cover^yd with a fraai© 
of gold, iialaid with lapis laaun, corne.^ 
lian and green glass. The iixlay re-^i^ 
resents for the most ^ t t a pattern, 
of scales, but down th» middli^ ruKsi- 
an inscription from whicái it is learned- 
that the coffin was macte for Tele by- 
her son.

"humpback" 
oH Alaska 
and 
the- 
"dog" 
or 
"Chmn" 
salmì9T5. 
The* 
"humpback" 
a good iTsh when* 
caught, but the canning process soft-' 
ens it and bleAchei out the color, so* 
that it is almost white. While nutri- 
tious it does not appeal either' to the- 
eye or the appetite. 
The "chum" or 
"dog" salmon Is the poorest species 
of all the salmon family, being quite 
tough and tasteless. 


The remarkable thing In connec- 
tion with this latter salmon is- that 
some years ago an unprincipled Meal- 
tr^ having a large lot of "chum" or 
•"humpback" salmon on hand which 
fte could not dispose of, advertised It 
extensively throughout the South Bnd

It never did, but the results of this- 
act of trickery are still apparent all 
over the country, as many people- 
sup^se that choice salmon is white.

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For several years I had cherished 
an ambition to^photograph the big 
Came of Africa in its native haunts. 


, .Until recently, however, the difficulty 
lay in approaching the larger, fiercer 
..wild beasts near enough to secure 
good pictures without being actually 
torn to pièces or trampled to death. 
But the telephotography lens seemed 
to help us over this obstacle; and 
from the day I took my first success­ 
ful photograph with it, the desire to 
visit Africa and bring home pictures 
of its huge wild animals revived. 


The kindness of a German who was 
the New York agent for a Hamburg 
firm which Imported and dealt in wild 
animals fof menageries and “zoos” 
assisted me. 


A letter of introduction from him 
and the payment of a reasonable sum 
of money enabled me to join one of 
the hunting parties then about to 
proceed with cages from Mombasa, 
British East Africa, to the plains, 
which lie between Kilimanjaro and* 
(Victoria Nyanza. 
Thus I was spared 
_____ ___ 


all expense and responsibility other-j and again stood there, regarding me 


least fierce, but merely curious* as if ! 
he had Just waked, and was behold* 
ing a new sort of game that puzzled 1 
him. 


I was afraid that if I moved on hi 
would make a rush after me; and 
alarmed a« I was, I yet summoned 
preeenc* of mind to reflect that my 
safest .course was to show a bold 
front. 
I turned the tripod round 
and brought the camera to bear on 
the lion; I even put my head .under 
the black cloth and focused ¿he lens. 
Never was there a better subject for 
a picture, for the lion was simply as* 
tonished at the performance. 
He 
stood r.tock-still and raised his chin 
a little higher to stare at me—the 
distance being, I suppose, not far 
from a hundred and sixty feet. 
My 
hand shook so badly that I could 
hardly draw the slide of the plate* 
holder and make the exposure. 


And there stood the lion still. 
I 
might have taken a dozen pictures of 
him. 


What to do next, or rather what 
the lion might do next, was what now 
gave mo anxiety. 
I could not hope 
that his surprise would last long. 
But something which I had once read 
occurred to me* I seized two legs of 
the ^tripod, and thrusting ono end of 
each ifito an upper corner of my black 
head-clotli, raised it high before me, 
and advanced with it in that position. 
It is said thaf /ill wild animals'arc 
discomfited to see an object which 
they are .watching 
grow 
suddenly 
large, 


I cannot say ¿hat I advanced with 
confidence or cdtfivige, I peeped fear- 
fully round at evtery step; but the 
ruse succeeded for flhe instant. I had 
advanced but a few ^steps when the 
lion gave a glance aside, then bound­ 
ed into the thicket from\which he had 
emerged. 


Instead pf feeling relieved,, how­ 
ever, I was more afraid of him now 
than before. 
For I knew' he had 
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merely gone oat of my sight, yand was 
watching me frt>m cover. Tha thicket 
indeed was no larger than a garde» 
patch. What to do I did not know- 
If I could have seen the lion I should’ 
have continued to Advance on^him, in 
the hope of frightening him • away. 
But now I thought that I IiadNbetter 
retreat guardedly, and began «doing 
so, with an eye to- the thicket. 


But by the time* I had backed ,to 
the rock the lion suddenly emerged, 


than as a member of a well-organized 
party of Dutch and Swahili hunters. 


advantage of this can only bo 
appreciated by those who have tried 
to^iifavel in Africa. 


Telephotography consists in apply­ 
ing the principle Sot the telescope to 
the camera. Just as by/using a tele­ 
scope, distant objects can be made 
rto appear near the eye, so by applying 
.a telephotographic lens to the cam­ 
era, the object to be photographed 
»can be made to appear near at hand 
• even when it is really half a mile 
*»way. 


' I was in this country seven weeks, 
until Claas Dendricks and his hunters 
had filled their cages and were ready 
to return to Mombasa. It was rough 
life, I met with some degree of suc­ 
cess and jn&ile 
failures. 


One day Dendricks and two of the 
Bwahili hunters started to visit some 
laagers they 
had 
constructed for 
leopards on the south bank of the 
river; and I went along to photo- 
graph the expected catch. But on the 
•■way I caught sight of two girafte3 
rfeeding in a young growth of mboml. 
I turned aside, hoping to secure a 
jpicture of the tall creatures. 
. The breeze favored me; but the 
rtwo giraffes kept moving off, and I 
followed them for a mile or more, 
passing a large 
water-hole 
among 
high reeds where wild boars had been 
wallowing, and afterward a number 
of thickets, growing about several 
large rough rocks. 
It Was a cloudy 
morning with mists drifting across 
the sky. 
1 Finally the giraffes stopped to crop 
lops of a clump of young trees 
Just beyond a long slough; and keep­ 
ing under the cover of another large 
rock, I crept qp within two hundred 
yards of them. Very quietly I set up 
my camera close beside the rock, then 
unfolded my black headcloth, and 
putting my head under it proceeded 
to focus—and focusing with a tele­ 
photo lens is a rather nice piece of 
;work. 


In the midst of my sighting and ad­ 
justing the thumbscrew, I heard what 
founded like a little soft low »sneeze 
somewhere behind me. Soft and low 
rs it was, there was that about it 
that caused me to withdraw my head 
very hastily and look round. 


There stood a largo, black-maned 
Hon on my trail in the dewy grass, 
not sixty yards away—the first lion 
that I had ever seen at large! 


Evidently he had just come out of 
the thicket by the rocks. 
Probably 
he had been lying there asleep, and 
had smelled me or heard me pass, I 
do not think that the lion was fairly 
awake, for as I stood staring at him, 
he extended his fore paws on the 
ground and stretched down on them, 
then yawned horribly. 


People who have never been really 
frightened 
speak Jightly 
of fear. 
When I saw that lion yawn I knew 
how fear feels; for besides my cam­ 
era and tripod, I had only r* little 
skeleton-breech rifle which I carried 
in a holster on the back of my khaki 
jacket. 
I knew better than to fire 
on a lion with that little rifle—unless 
as a last resort. 


When the lion 
had 
yawned he 
smelled my track, xnuffed toward me 
and advanced a step or two. If there 
had been a tree near, I should have 
made a dash for it. 
The rock just 
back of me was perhaps seven or 
eight feet in height and not easy to 
climb. 
In fact, I dared not turn or 
betray signs of fear. 


very earnestly. 
If I dodged behind 
the rock, I was afraid he would come 
bpldly forward. 
Clearly lie* was- not 
much afraid of me; but I thought it 
safest to keep up my bluff, and alter­ 
nately raising 
the 
cloth afc arm's 
length and lowering it,. I charged for­ 
ward for five or six steps, as if about 
to rush in to close quarters. 


The trick served again. 
But this 
time, instead of retreating“ into* the 
thicket, the lion* ran round, to* my 
right with long bounds for a distancé 
of a hundred yards perhaps,, to* thé 
cover of some reeds and brush on that 
side. It was not a flight exactly,, for 
he was no farther off than* before, 
and I could now just see his big nos<* 
in the brush as he watched, me. 
Plainly he was getting warmed1, up* 
and how long I could stand him. off 
with my black cloth was. indeed on- 
certain. 


A dreadful sensation- of being 
hunted came over me. 
I dared not 
try bluffing again; but I approached 
the rock and stood there fox' some 
moments, with my heart beating fast. 
The lion had not moved;. I could see 
his nose in the same place. 
I knew 
that he did not quite like the looks 
of that black cloth; so I stuck the 
ends of the tripod legs in the ground 
beside the rock with the cloth hang­ 
ing outstretched between them,, then 
peeped over it—as if lying there In 
ambush myself. 


Presently I peeped over the cloth 
again, then drew down—to keep him 
guessing as to what I was about. 
But I knew this sort of byplay would 
not answer long. 
At last, keeping 
out of sight behind the cloth,. I crept 
partly round the rock to reconnolter, 
and found that it was possible to 
climb up on it from the farther side. 
I had little doubt that the lion could 
bound to the top of the rock; but I 
thought that I would be better off on 
it than on the ground when he at­ 
tacked me. 
Thus far I had not 
deemed it worth while to* use my 
little rifle, for unless by a most lucky 
shot, I could do no more than wound 
and enrage a lion with it. But now, 
scrambling to the top of the rock, I 
snatched it from the sheath over my 
shoulder and fired three times in the 
air as rapidly as I could discharge 
it. 


The lion sprang out of the brush, 
founded across the slough, and ran 
for fifty yards or more before stop­ 
ping to look back.

Theodore M. Davis, who discovered 
the tomb of the parents of the Egyp­ 
tian Queen Teie, has just made an­ 
other sensational discovery of the 
tomb of Teie herself at Thebe«. 


The London Times, in a long article 
describing the tomb, says it is a plain 
square sepulchre out of rock. It 1» ap­ 
proached by a descent of twenty steps 
and adjoins the tomb of Rameses IX. 
It was covered with about twenty feet 
of debris. 


Unfortunately the tomb lay in the 
bed of a water course and the perco­ 
lation of water has severely damaged 
such perishable objects as wood and 
tho mummy itself. 
Apart from this, 
however, the tomb is in the same con­ 
dition as when it was left by the 
priests amid the throes of a religious 
revolution which had spent its force 
before Moses ‘was born. 
The tomb 
bears witness to the blind rage of the 
victorious priesthood at Thebes and 
tho intensity of their hatred toward 
the heretic King, whose mother and 
Jnspirer was* Teie. 


After describing the wrork of dese­ 
cration, the Times adds that neverthe­ 
less the Queen's jewelry and the 
sheets of solid gold with which tho 
sepulchre «was literally filled were left 
untouched. Wherever the excavators 
walkotf they trotf upon fragments of 
gold plate and g?»ld‘ lea£ There was 
no sarcophagus, but a huge' catafalque, 
which liad been* torn to piece» by 
the priests, had be«n erected over the 
mummy of the Que*n. 


It was thickly plated with1 gold fa* 
side and outside, aisd» engraved with 
the names- arad titles of Teie and her 
son, as well as with representations 
of their adbration- of the solar disc. 
U is curious that th** -whol* figure’ 
ofl the King hat* been destroyed* whiKr 
that of his motlier had been allowed 
to remain unharmed. Tlfo coffin, with 
the4 mummy within it, lxad been« car­ 
ried’ to the south* side of the tomb* 
wlieu® it lay upon a bitfsr encrusted 
with gold and supported by four Xion’s 
claws, also of gold.* 


The woodwork oft the b$er, uniiap- 
pily, had been converted* into touch­ 
wood by the action oS the wiater. The 
coffin, however, was intact, and i& is 
a superb example o? the jewellar-s 
work. The wood of • which it is com» 
posed is entirely coverotl witli a frame 
of gold, inlaid with laris lazuli, corned 
lian and green glass. The iixlay rep^ 
resentS for the most $a*t a pattern, 
of scales, but down tba middle run*** 
an inscription from which it is learned 
that the coffin was macte for Teie tojc* 
her son. 


The mummy itself » was -wnppe&t 
from head to feet in sheets of goldi, 
The water, which for so« many* years** 
had been draining through.it, liad re-j 
duced it to little more * than, pulp, andfr 
it fell to pieces when.it was examine&i 
in the presence of several. Egyptolo­ 
gists on January 20. Thera^were brace­ 
lets on the arms and a necklace-of* 
gold beads and ornamentsrrof goi&.in*- 
laid with precious stones* round! the*, 
neck, while the head 'Was.-* still j 
circled by an object priceless, andr 
unique, the imperial crown r off the* 
Queens of ancient Egypt.

The Bureau of Chemistry of the 


Department of Agriculture has deter- 
mined by a series of experiments 
that salicylic acid, used as a food 
preservative, is only mildly harmful 
to the tissues of the body.

be extinguished when burning by 
water, while burning- gasolene is 
only spread thereby; it radiates but 
little heat while aflame, 
differing 


greatly from gasolene in this respect. 


Coal is fossil peat. The peat bogs 


of to-day might become coal beds in 
some future geological age. Profes- 
sor Potonie, of Berlin, says there is 
a strict parallelism between the dif- 
ferent" kinds of peat and coal. When 
the remains of plants collect under 
terrestrial conditions, an ordinary 
peat bog is formed. This corresponds 
with "bright" coal. 
If the remains 


collect under water, an organic slime 
is formed, and this corresponds with 
"dull," or cannel, coal. When terres- 
trial and aquatic conditions have al- 
ternated during the collection of the 
remains, "strata-peat"' results, and 
this corresponds with coal deposits 
consisting of alternate layers of 
bright and dull coal. The chemical 
and physical properties of the vari- 
ous kinds of peat and coal show a 
similar corresoondenee. 


It has been asserted that spiders 


possess a sensitiveness to musical 
sounds. 
Some species seem to re- 


spond to tne notes of the piano, the 
harp, the lute, and so on, in a man- 
ner suggestive of their ability to rec- 
ognize these sounds, or the harmonic 
vibrations on which they are based. 
But Moas. A. Lecaillon, of the College 
of France, who has made a special 
study of the instincts and the sup- 
posed "psychism" of spiders, thinks 
that the apparent sensitiveness of 
these animals to music has been mis- 
understood. 
It is his opinion that 


when musical Instruments are played 
near their nests the spiders simply 
feel the vibrations 
through their 


webs, or otherwise, without recogniz- 
ing the musical sounds. 
The effect 


upon them is similar to that of the 
buzzing of an entrapped fly. He does 
not ascribe much, "intelligence" to 
spiders.

many uses, is obtained by G. Meeker, 
a German, through an improvement 
of the Bunsen burner for the ordinary 
gas jet. 
The new burner insures 


complete combustion by a double row 
of openings to admit the air. Above 
this the pipe is widened, thus dimin- 
ishing the rate of escape of gas and 
air, and producing a perfectly homo- 
geneous mixture. 
The burner tube 


has on its top a perforated nickle 
cap dividing the opening into small 
quadrants. 
This device breaks up 


the large blue cone of the ordinary 
Bunsen burner, and its place is taken 
by the numerous small Sames from 
the openings in the cap, which unite 
to form a large homogeneous flame 
of even heat throughout. It is claimed 
that the same amount of gas yields 
a temeprature at least 100 degrees 
C. higher than in the ordinary Bun- 
sen .burner.

The chemical 
and physical properties of the vari- 
ous kinds of peat and <?oal show a 
similar correspondence. 


It has been asserted that spiders 
possess a 
sensitiveness to 
musical 
sounds. 
Some species seem to 
re- 
spond to the notes of the piano, the 
harp, the lute, and so on, in a man- 
ner suggestive of their ability to rec- 
ognize these sounds, or thé harmonic 
vibrations on which they are based. 
But Möns, A. Lecaillon, of the College 
of France, who has made a special 
study of the Instincts and the sup- 
posed "psychism" of spiders, thinks 
that the apparent sensitiveness of 
these animals to music has been mis- 
understood. 
It is his opinion that 
when musical instruments are played 
near their nests the spiders simply 
feel the 
vibrations 
through 
their 
webs, or otherwise, without recogniz- 
ing the musical sounds. 
The effect 
upon them is similar to that of the 
buzzing of an entrapped fly. He doea 
not ascribe much. "Intelligence" 
to 
spiders.

Is obtained by G. Meeker, 
a German, through an improvement 
of the Bunsen burner for the ordinary 
gas Jet. 
The new burner insures 
complete combustion by a double row 
of openings to admit the air. 
Above 
this the pipe is widened, thus dimin- 
ishing the rate of escape of gas and 
air, and producing a perfectly homo- 
geneous mixture. 
The burner tube 
has on its top a perforated nickle 
cap dividing the opening into small 
quadrants. 
This device breaks up 
the large blue cone of the ordinary 
Bunsen burner, and its place is taken 
by the numerous small flames from 
the openings in the cap, which unite 
to form a large homogeneous flame 
of even heat throughout. It is claimed 
that the same amount of gas yields 
a temeprature at least ICQ degrees 
C. higher than in the ordinary Bun- 
aen burner*

The Bureau of Chemistry of tho 
^Department of Agriculture has deter­ 
mined by a series of experiments 
that salicylic acid, used as a food 
preservative, is only mildly harmful 
to the tissues of the body. 


Fitting a turbine vertically to tho 
keel is Otto Schlick’s method of pre­ 
venting the violent motion of a ship 
at sea. 
Tested in an old torpedo 
boat at the mouth of the Elbe in 
rough weather, the roll was reduced 
from nine degrees to one degree. 


Alcohol for commercial purposes 
Is safer than gasolene because it does 
not ignite from radiated heat; it can 
be extinguished when burning 
by 
water, 
while burning- gasolene is 
only spread thereby; it radiates but 
little heat while aflame, 
differing 
greatly from gasolene in this respect. 


Coal is fossil peat. 
The peat bogs 
of to-day might become coal beds in 
some future geological age. 
Profes­ 
sor Potonie, of Berlin, says there is 
a strict parallelism between the dif­ 
ferent kinds of peat and coal. When 
the remains of plants collect under 
terrestrial conditions, an ordinary 
peat bog is formed. This corresponds 
with ‘bright" coal, 
Jf the remains 
collect under water, an organic slime 
is formed, and this corresponds with 
“dull,” or cannel, coal. When terres­ 
trial and aquatic conditions have al­ 
ternated during the collection of the 
remains, “strata-peat** results, and 
this corresponds with coal deposits 
consisting 
of 
alternate 
layers 
of 
bright and dull coal. 
The chemical 
and physical properties of the vari­ 
ous kinds of peat and <?oal show a 
similar correspondence. 


It has been asserted that spiders 
possess a sensitiveness to 
musical 
sounds. 
Some species seem to re­ 
spond to the notes of the piano, the 
harp, the lute, and so on, in a man­ 
ner suggestive of their ability to rec­ 
ognize these sounds, or the harmonic 
vibrations on which they are based. 
But Mons. A. Lecaillon, of the College 
of France, who has made a special 
study of the instincts and the sup­ 
posed “psychism” of spiders, thinks 
th at the apparent sensitiveness of 
these animals to music has been mis­ 
understood. 
It is his opinion that 
when musical instruments are played 
near their nests the spiders simply 
feel the 
vibrations 
through 
their 
webs, or otherwise, without recogniz­ 
ing the musical sounds. 
The effect 
upon them is similar to that of the 
buzzing of an entrapped fly. 
He does 
not ascribe much “intelligence” 
to 
spiders. 


A handy laboratory flame, giving 
an intense heat and adaptable to 
many uses, is obtained by G. Meeker, 
a German, through an improvement 
of the Bunsen burner for the ordinary 
gas jet. 
The new burner insures 
complete combustion by a double row 
of openings to adm it the air. 
Above 
this the pipe is widened, thus dimin­ 
ishing the rate of escape of gas and 
air, and producing a perfectly homo­ 
geneous mixture. 
The burner tube 
has on its top a perforated nickle 
cap dividing the opening into small 
quadrants. 
This device breaks up 
the large blue cone of the ordinary 
Bunsen burner, and its place is taken 
by the numerous small flames from 
the openings in the cap, which unite 
to form a large homogeneous flame 
of even heat throughout. It is claimed 
that the same amount of gas yields 
a temeprature at least 100 degrees 
C. higher than in the ordinary Bun­ 
sen burner.

Plenty of Borax and Soda. 


Near Ashcroft, in British Columbia, 
are a number of small lakes, whose 
shores and bottoms are covered with 
a crust containing borax and soda in 
such quantities and proportions that 
when cut out it serves as a washing 
compound. 
The crust is cut into 
blocks and handled in the same man­ 
ner as ice, and it is estimated that 
one of the lakes contains 20,000 tons 
of this material.

The Ash-Burning Craze. 


In a number of places in New Oxford 


the remarkable formula discovered by 
John Ellinore, a poor cobbler, of Altoo- 
na. is being applied to the consumption 
of what has previously been the waste 
from furnace, range and cook stove fires. 
So far as can be learned all of those who 
tried the experiment have met with par- 
tial success at least. Its simplicity is a 
recommendation for the new formula. 
Several weeks ago the Altoona cobbler 
had announced that he bad discovered a 
preparation which when applied to ash- 
es would make it possible to consume 
them in a furnace. Ellinore's secret was 
not wrung from him, but the formula 
was solved by several well-known chem- 
ists after Ellinore had announced that 
he could obtain heat from ashes. The 
recipe is as follows: 


Common salt, one pound. 
Oxalic acid, two ounces. 
Water, one gallon. 
3Iii. this with a mixture containing 


one part coal and three parts ashes in 
sufficient quantity that the ashes are 
slightly moistened and spread upon a 
bed of fire. Anthracite ashes burn as 
quickly as bituminous. The mixture of 
the water, salt and oxalic acid vull,when 
placed on a fire, fuse into a coke like 
mass and deposits but little residue. The 
chemical action of the compound is thus 
explained: 


An acqueous solution of alkaline salt, 


such as common salt, is mixed with coal 
ash, forming a mild lye, which, when 
mixed with any combustible material, 
such as coal, and upon the application 
heat exhudes oxygen gas, enabling rap- 
ing combustion. The intensity of the 
beat is added to by the addition of oxal- 
ic acid, which causes a chemical change 
of greater value than the first, for the 
reason that it results in the formation of 
a carbide, which in turn gives off acete- 
lyne gas, thus facilitating complete com- 
bustion.

T h e Ash-Burningf Craze. 


In a number of places in New Oxford 
the remarkable formula discovered by 
John Ellinore, a poor cobbler, of Altoo- 
na, IS being applied to the consumption 
of what has previously been the waste 
from furnace, rttuge and cook stove fires. 
So far as can be learned all of those who 
tried the experiment have met with par- 
tial success at least. 
Its simplicity is a 
recommendation for the new formula. 
Several weeks ago the Altoona cobbler 
had announced that he had discovered a 
preparation which when applied to ash- 
es would make it possible to consume 
them in a furnace. Ellinore's secrct was 
not wrung from him, but the formula 
was solved by several well-known chem- 
ists after Ellinore had announced that 
he could obtain heat from ashes. The 
recipe is as follows: 


Common salt, one pound. 
Oxalic acid, two ounces. 
Water, one gallon. 
Mix this with a mixture containiuff 
one part coal and three parts ashes in 
suillcieut quantity that the ashes are 
slightly moistened and spread upon a 
bed of ilre. 
Anthracite ashes burn as 
quickly as bituminous. 
The mixture of 
the water, salt and oxalic acid will,when 
placed on a fire, fuse into a coke like 
mass and deposits but little residue. The 
chemical action of the compound is thus 
explained: 


An acqueous solution of alkaline salt, 
such as common salt, is mixed with coal 
ash, forming a mild lye, which, when 
mixed with any combustible material, 
such as coal, and upon the application 
heatcxhudes oxygen gas, enabling rap- 
ing combustion. 
The intensity of the 
heai is added to by the addition of oxal- 
ic acid, which causes a chemical change 
of greater value than the first, for the 
reason that it results in the formation of 
a carbide, which in turn gives off acete- 
lyne gas, thus facilitating complete com- 
bustion.

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Tamaqua, April 21.—One of the half

They say the boy strayed away from his 
home and wandered about ou the moun­ 
tain until he died from hunger and ex- 


was solved by eeveral well-known chem­ 
ists after Ellinore had announced that 
he could obtaiu heat from ashes. The 
recipe is as follows: 


Common salt, one pound. 
Oxalic acid, two ouuces. 
Water, one gallon. 
Mix this with a mixture containing 
one part coal and three parts ashes in 
sufficient quantity that the ashes arc 
slightly moistened and spread upon a 
bed of fire. Anthracite ashes burn as 
quickly as bituminous. The mixture of 
the water, salt and oxalic acid will,when 
placed on a fire, fuse into a coke like 
mass and deposits but little residue. The 
chemical action of the compound is thus 
explained: 


An acqueous solutiou of alkaline salt, 
such as common salt, is mixed with coal 
ash, forming a mild lye, which, when 
mixed with any combustible material, 
such as coal, and upon the application 
heatexhudes oxygen gas, enabling rap­ 
ing combustion. The intensity of the 
heat' is added to by the addition of oxal­ 
ic acid, which causes a chemical change 
of greater value than the first, for the 
reason that it results in the formation of 
a carbide, which in turn gives off acete- 
lync gas, thus facilitating complete com­ 
bustion.

The blowing Open of the safe in the 
postoffice at Orrtanna by burglar«, at2o' 
clock Monday morningt "nd their getting 
away with a large sum of money and 
stamps, has created a sensation in that 
section of the county. 
The burglary was 
evidently committed byexpertcracksmen, 
as the cribbing had all the marks of pro- 
fessionalism. The postofiice, as well as 
the express and telegraph oflices at that 
place, are located in the general store of 
Kready A Son, along the Western Mary- 
land I^ilroad. 
Peter Kready, the senior 
member of the firm, is the postmaster, 
and his son Albert is the freight and pass- 
enger agent of the railroad company and 
agent of the express and telegraph com- 
panies. 


The burglars effected an entrance into 
the building by removing the upper sasl 
of a window, very probably BuPi>ccting 
that the lower sash was connecteil with a 
burglar alarm, which was the case. 
The 
large safe was the main object of their vis- 
it, and with a charge of nitro-glycerine 
the door was blown open and the safe 
rified. Checks to the amount of #100 and 
i^GO in cash belonging to the firm were 
taken, also $240 in postage stamps, f50 
belonging to the money order department 
of the postofiice, and i|30 in cash.

The Income on?/ Inheritance

,ITH reference to limiting fortune* *y an income tax, I hare in tl* 


last few years cone to the conclusion that it is the best and fair- 
est tax that can be levied, but for the support of this Government, 
not for the purpose of destroying property, for the purpose of 
making wealth pay its chare of the burdens of the people. I don't 


believe in a graduated income tax, for I think that would be 
putting a tax on thrift and energy. 
Each man should pay upon 


his income the same proportion—pay it as a. tax for the protection of his prop- 
erty. 
I would tax all incomes of $1,000 or over on a fixed percentage. 


I believe the proper lam- for doing this can be framed and be passed t>y 


Congress to stand the test of the Courts. 
If it will not, then let us go to tne 


people with a constitutional amendment that will make it legal. 


I am in favor of the inheritance tax as a tax for paying the expenses 01 


the State like other taxes. 
It is a question whether this is not more of a mat- 
ter for each State to take up by itself and go on as they are now starting. It 
it cannot »e managed in that way, then the national Government should take 
it up.I would also enact legislation, either by the national Government or l>y 
the States, that no man should have the right to dispose of the bu.k of ms 
property by will, but that -when he dies it shall be divided equally among his 
heirs, as the law directs. 
I would take awav from an> citizen the right to 


tie up his property In trust for one life or any time. 
It is simply a continu- 
ance of the old law of entail under another form and holds these immense for- 
tunes together, when, if they were divided equally among the heirs, they would 
soon scatter. 


I realize that this arm be criticized and people will say that if a man has 


children and some are weak and Incompetent to handle the fortune coming 
to him or her, that the parents should have the right to pat their share in 
trust, but that is the very thing that perpetuates these large fortunes. 
Let 


them be distributed. If s'ome of the heirs waste their inheritance the public 
will gain.—the property is not lost by distribution, and nothing, in my jaug- 
ment. will so protect our future against large accumulations of wealth as this. 
There Is danger In the present condition of public opinion that we will 


drift Into a hysteria that will enact legislation that -will seriously hurt our busi- 
ness and produce disaster. 
Especially is this true in reference to the rau- 
ways, and we must keep in mind that railways constitute fee largest business 
force in "the country. 
We should give tbem a fair opportunity to carry on 


their business in the future, and thus prevent disaster to the community.

It is 


to Europe waat Burke and Debrett ard the other Peerages are 
to tae British Isles, and it is also tie lineal ancestor and model 


of such topical encyclopedias as our "Whlnaker," our •'Hazell." and our 
"Statesman's Yearbook.'' 
A political and social history of the world for the 


last one hundred and fiftv years could be written from its back numbers if 
these were readily accessible to students. 
But they are not. 
Tne Airnanach 


de Gotaa began to appear :n 1763, but the purchasers <5id noz Sie It for refer- 
ence. 
The earliest, micibers in the British Museum are tiose for 1774 and 


17S3; and a complete set can be consulted nowhere except in the editorial 
ofnce In Frederick s Allee in the little Thuringian capital, whence the 141st 
issue was lately pr.bl:shed. 
Probably not one in ten thousand of those who 


currently use the Almanac has any knowledge of its Interesting history. 


It had. of course, its predecessors. 
The bibliographies of Almanacs are 


ponderous tomes, and the middle of the eighteenth century was the golden age 
of this kind of literature. 
In Paris alone, as many as seventy-three Almanacs 


were published in the year 1760, including a Royal AlmanLc for Freemasons, an 
Almanac of Beasts, an Almanac of Badinage, etc., etc , etc.

ITH reference to limiting fortune? 
nn income tax, I have In the 
last few years come to the conclusion that It Is the-best and fair- 
est tax that can be levied, but for the support of this Government, 
not for the purpose of destrcrylng property, for the purpose of 
making wealth pay its ehare of the burdens of the people. I don't 


believe in a graduated income tax, for I think that would be 
putting a tax on thrift and energy. 
Each man should pay upon 
his Income the same proportion—pay it as a tax for the protection of his prop- 
erty. 
I would tax ail Incomes of $1»000 or over on a fixed percentage. 


I believe the proper law for doing this can be framed and be passed by 
Congress to -sUnd the test of the Courts. 
If it will not, then let ps go to the 
people with a constitutional amendment that will make it legal. 


I am in favor of the Inheritance tax as a tax for paying the expenses of 
the State like other taxes. 
It is a question whether this is not more of a mat- 
ter for each State to take up by Itself and go on as they are now starting. If 
it cannot ibe managed in that way, then the national Government should take 
it up. 


I would also enact legislation, either by the national Government or by 
the States, that no man should have tUe right to dispose of the bulk of his 
property by will» but that when he dies it shall be divided equally among his 
heirs, as the law directs. 
I would take away from any citizen the right to 
tie up his property in trust for one life or any time. 
It is simply a continu- 
ance of the old law of entail under another form and holds these immense for- 
tunes together, when, if they were divided equally among the heirs, they would 
soon scatter. 


I realize that this iwill be criticized and people will say that if a man has 
children and some are weak and Incompetent to handle the fortune coming 
to him or her, that the parents should have the right to put their share in 
trust, but that Is the very thing that perpetuates these large fortunes. 
Let 
them be distributed. 
If some of the heirs waste their inheritance the public 
will gain.—the property Is not lost by distribution, and nothing, In my judg- 
ment, will so protect our future against large accumulations of wealth as this. 


There Is danger In the present condition of public opinion that we will 
drift Into a hysteria that will enact legislation that mill seriously hurt our busi- 
ness and produce disaster. 
Especially is this true in reference to the rail- 
ways, an,d we must keep In mind that railways constitute flie largest business 
force in the country. 
We should give them a fair opportunity to carry on 
their business in the future, and thus prevent disaster to the community.

HE Almanach de Gotha is more than an Almanac. 
It is an Institu 


tion. 
Bravely arrayed in red and gold, it lies on the table of 


every diplomatist, is in constant request in the newspaper ofllces 
of all countries, and makes a wider and more international 
appeal than any other annual of reference in the world. 
It is 


to Europe what Burke and Debrett and the other Peerages are 
to the British Jsles, and it is also the lineal ancuistor and model 
of such topical encyclopaidias as our "WOiittaker," our "Haiiell/' and 
our 
"Statesman's Yearbuolv." 
A political and social history of the world for the 
last one hundred and fifty years could be written from its back numbers if 
tliese were readily accessible to students. 
But they are not. 
The Almanach 
de Gotha began to appear in 1703, but the purchasers did not file it for refer- 
ence. 
The earliest numbers in the British Museum are those for 1774 and 
1783; and a .complete set can be consulted nm\hevG except in the editorial 
office in Frederich's Allee in the little Thurlngian capital, whence the 141st 
Issue was lately published. 
Probably not one in ten thousand of those who 
currently use the Almanac has any knowledge of its interesting history. 


It had, of course, its predecessors. 
The bibliographies of Almanacs are 
ponderous tomes, and the middle of tha eighteenth century was the golden age 
of this kind of literature, 
Jn Paris alone, as many as -seventy-three Almanacs 
were published in the year 1760, including a Royal Almanac for Freemasons, an 
Almanac of Beasts, an Almanac of Badinage, e^tc., etc., etc. 
The city of Gotha 
itself had its own Almanac from a »till earlier dato, in the shape of an "Im- 
proved Gotha Genealogical and Writing Calendar," the origin of which is lost 
In tho mi-st of antiquity, though a copy dated iTiO survives.—Scribner'i.

‘The Income and Inheritance 
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ITH reference to limiting fortune? fcy nn income tax, I have in the 
last few years come to the conclusion that it is the* best and fair­ 
est tax that can be levied, but for the support of this Government, 
not for the purpose of destroying property, for the purpose of 
making wealth pay its chare of the burdens of the people. I don't 


believe in a graduated income tax, for I think that would be 
putting a tax on thrift and energy. 
Each man should pay upon 
his income the same proportion—pay it as a tax for the protection of his prop­ 
erty. 
I would tax all incomes of $1,000 or over on a fixed percentage. 


I believe the proper law for doing this can be framed and be passed by 
Congress to .stand the test of the Courts. 
If it will not, then let ps go to the 
people with a constitutional amendment that will make it legal. 


I am in favor of the inheritance tax as a tax for paying the expenses of 
the State like other taxes. 
It is a question whether this is not more of a mat­ 
ter for each State to take up by itself and go on as they are now starting. If 
it cannot »be managed in that way, then the national Government should take 
it up. 


I would also enact legislation* either by the national Government or by 
the States, that no man should have the right to dispose of the bulk of his 
property by will, but that when he dies it shall be divided equally among his 
heirs, as the law directs. 
I would take away from any citizen the right to 
tie up his property in trust for one life or any time. 
It is simply a continu­ 
ance of the old law of entail under another form and holds these immense for­ 
tunes together, when, if they were divided equally among the heirs, they would 
soon scatter. 


I realize that this twill be criticized and people will say that if a man has 
children and some are weak and Incompetent to handle the fortune coming 
to him or her, that the parents should have the right to put their share in 
trust, but that is the very thing that perpetuates these large fortunes. 
Let 
them be distributed. If some of the heirs waste their inheritance the public 
will gain—the property Is not lost by distribution, and nothing, in my judg­ 
ment, will so protect our future against large accumulations of wealth as this. 


There is danger in the present condition of public opinion that we will 
drift into a hysteria that will enact legislation that /will seriously hurt our busi­ 
ness and produce disaster. 
Especially is this true in reference to the rail­ 
ways, and we must keep in mind that railways constitute fhe largest business 
force in the country. 
We should give them a fair opportunity to carry on 
their business in the future, and thus prevent disaster to the community.

ATIGUE lowers all the faculties of the body. The effects on the 
other part of a man are just as important. It puts a chasm be­ 
tween seeing and acting; it makes a break somehow between- 
the messages that come in to the brain from the outside world 
and the messages that go out. It destroys will-power. In every 
direction it decreases efllciency, forcing the personality down to 
a lower level. 


Fatigue is a destructive agent like sickness and death. It is a condition 
which in the nature of things we cannot avoid; hut it is important for us to 
know what it means and how to deal with \t if we want to keep out of costly 
blunders. 


When we are tired out we are not ourselves. A part of us has temporarily 
gone out of existence. What remains is somethimgi which belongs to a more 
primitive state of civilization. 


Our personalities are built up in strata, one layer added to another. At 
the bottom lie the savage virtues and vices of our remote ancestors. 
The 
code of morals of cliff dwellers and hunting tribes still holds there. At the 
top lie the higher attainments of an advanced society—the things that have 
taken hundreds of centuries to acquire. In men patience is one of these, mod­ 
esty is another; chastity, and a fine sense of justice and personal obligation 
belong In the list, too.

HE Almanach de Gotha is more than an Almanac. 
It Is an institu 


tion. 
Bravely arrayed in red and gold, it lies on the table of 


every diplomatist, is in constant request in the newspaper offices 
of all countries, and makes a wider and more international 
appeal than any other annual of reference in the world. 
It is 


to Europe what Burke and Debrett and the other Peerages are 
to the British Isles, and it is also the lineal ancestor and model 
of such topical encyclopaedias as our "Whittaker,” our "Hazell,” and our 
"Statesman's Yearbook.” 
A political and social history of the world for the 
last one hundred and fifty years could be written from its back numbers if 
these were readily accessible to students. 
But they are not. 
The Almanach 
de Gotha began to appear in 1703, but the purchasers did not file it for refer­ 
ence. 
The earliest numbers in the British Museum are those for 1774 and 
1783; and a .complete set can be consulted nowhere except in the editorial 
office in Frederick's Allee in the little Thuringian capital, whence the 141st 
issue was lately published. 
Probably not one in ten thousand of those who 
currently use the Almanac has any knowledge of its interesting history. 


It had, of course, its predecessors. 
The bibliographies of Almanacs are 
ponderous tomes, and the middle of the eighteenth century was the golden age 
of this kind of literature. 
In Paris alone, as many as seventy-three Almanacs 
were published in the year 1760, including a Royal Almanac for Freemasons, an 
Almanac of Beasts, an Almanac of Badinage, etc., etc., etc. 
The city of Gotha 
itself had its own Almanac from a still earlier dato, in the shape of an ’'Im­ 
proved Gotha Genealogical and Writing Calendar,” the origin of which is lost 
In the mist of antiquity, though a copy dated l7¥) survives.—Scribner's.

day, "out all those years I have been 
turning these experiments to commer- 
cial value so fast that I have not had 
a chance to play with electricity for 
the fun of the thing, just to see how 
much I can find out about it. But from 
tomorrow on I am going to give up the 
commercial end of it and work in my 
laboratory purely as a scientist That 
will be the pleasure I have long been 
promising myself" 


The wizard of West Orange did not 


seen to take the eve of his birthday 
seriously when a Sun reporter went 
out to his home at Uewell>n Park to 
ask him if the approaching event 
prompted him to make any announce- 
ment of what the next year's work 
would be. A phonograph beat out the 
Measures of the overcoat song from 
"La Boheme" in the hallway above 
Air. Edison's library as he talked. 


'•Yes. we have a phonograph in the 


house," he said with a smile. "I am 
getting almost too deaf to hear it, but 
the rest of the family are afflicted to 
satisfy- my whim. One of the first 
things I hope to do in the near future 
is to perfect my phonograph. 


'•It may not be long before my hear- 


ing leaves me entirely. I have been 
deaf since I was a boy, but it is get- 
ting worse as I grow older. I want to 
tinker with my phonograph while I 
still can hear it. I believe that I can 
make the records more clear and the 
machine a far better reproducer of 
tone qualities than it is now." 


Mr. Edison referred to the final per- 


fection of his new storage batteries 
for electric motor vehicles. His manu- 
factory for the production of this new 
device. which has been erected within 
sight of the Edison house, is complete, 
said the inventor, and will soon begin 
to put its product on the market. 


"Xext summer I will let the new 


and perfected Edison storage batter- 
ies go out," he said, -'because now I 
am certain that I have my invention 
up to the highest point of efficiency, 
know when I have completely solved 
a pro"blem. and so I can say there 
nothing more to be done on the new 
batter} save to put it on the market. 


"About 200 of the original type of 


the new battery are in use in Xew 
York city at present. Tiffany has 
twenty-one trucks equipped with it and 
the Adams Express Company about 
fifty. They say they are satisfied with 
the original model, but I am not. 


"On SL severe test the old battery 


lasted only four months. My perfect- 
ed ba_jrv will sjand _harji._w_ear_jEGr 
two and a half years and not give out. 
I know, because I have tried it under 
the severest test. 


''I believe that the new storage bat- 


tery solves the problem of vehicle 
transportation in great cities. It will 
modify to an extent hardly to be ap- 
preciated the congestion in the down- 
town streets, for an electric truck 
equipped with my batteries will be 
half as long as the present unwieldy 
wagons and twice as fast. So there 
will be only one-fourth the present 
congestion in the streets under the 
new system of speedy motor trucks. 


'"My manufactory will be capable of 


producing 1,000 storage batteries a 
day. I believe that before long that 
output will be inadequate to meet the 
demand. The new motor truck will 
reduce the cost of drayage below what 
it is under the present regime of 
horses." 
ilr. Edison referred to a recently 


announced invention which makes pos- 
sible signalling from ship to ship or 
from shore to ship under the waves. 
He" said that he has made experiments 
in the transmission of sound through 
water and thac the development of 
the new idea of water telegraphy 
might be one of the fields he purposed 
exploring in his newly self-appointed 
holiday. 
Dr. Cahill's telharmonium 


also interested him greatly. 


"There are a. score of secrets ready 


to hand that I want to pry into,'' said 
he. "During all the years that I have 
been putting my discoveries into prac- 
tical commercial value I have run 
across phenomena that invited experi- 
ment, but I did not have time to turn 
aside from the work at hand. I have 
several notebooks filled with these 
clues to possible new discoveries. Now 
I am going back over these notes and 
work out at my leisure the experi- 
ments they suggest. 


"The fascination of it all is this," 


said Mr. Edison, and his face lost 
twenty years of its stamp as his en- 
thusiasm rose. "To-morrow some fel- 
low over in Germany may make a 
discovery and the cable Sashes the 
news. That one discovery opens a 
whole new field to investigation and 
to experiment, out of which may be 
made practical application of new and 
untried forces. You see, we are stand- 
ing in the shadow of revelation each 
day." 
AIs it possible to foretell what the 


next grea* step in the application of 
electricity to the mechanics of pre- 
sent day life will be?" Mr. Edison 
was asked. 


"I would be a daring man to ven- 


ture a prediction"" he answered. "We 
are all busy collecting data, we In- 
Yestigators, and maybe in 500 years

the lowlands, and whenever there is 
an overflow or a particularly heav\ 
freshet the river is quite "liable to wan- 
der off down one of these old chan- 
nels and leave some shipping point 
high and cry. The town of Delta used 
to be three miles belo'.\ Vicksburg. but 
a cut-off changed things so it is now 
two miles above that point. Another 
little place called Blue's Point was 
formerly located in Mississippi, but 
one spring, when times were dull and 
the river needed a diversion, it 
changed its channel and transferred 
Blue's Point over into Arkansas. 


Another pastime in which the river 


indulges is island building. A snag 
in the river, the wreck of an old boat, 
or a submerged tree, is all that is 
needed for a foundation. Chicken Isl- 
and, near Mound City, Arkansas, and 
just above Memphis, Tenn., was caus- 
ed by the sinking of the Sultana, a 
Union transport which exploded in 
midstream while carrying troops home 
from the civil war.—New York Sun.

Told Who He Counted Ljckiirl 
" ' Than the President. 
{ 


The funny papers and three ling 
<lrcu3 have about busted up the clown 
businew;" said Henry W; Wilson the 
other day, 
Wilson was 
for 
many 
ijears a circus clown and one of the 
best and funniest in the business. He 
is in the lecturing busjness now. 


"The blacked up end man still lire« 
'^more's the pity—bu 
the real cir- 
»cus Jester has passed into the history 
like George Washington, 
Napoleon 
«nd other famous characters," he con- 
itinued. 


"In the days of Dan Rice and Yan- 
k e e Robinson the crowds went to see 
the clown, and they felt, when there 
iwas a good one, that they got their 
'money's worth whether there was 
much else to the show or not. 
There 
'was an individuality about the old- 
time Jester, just as there is to-day 
^about the actor. 
Some clowns were 
'greater thon others. 
To-day the ten 
•or twelve monkeys that jump around 
•in the three ring circus are all alike 
to the spectators. 
For all they know 
the performers are graduates from 
the tramp class, and they probably 
are. The big circus has developed the 
real jester out of a job. 
I am not 
^complaining, because I quit the clown 
business before the days when they 
began to use monkeys for clowns. 
I 
got converted and went to lecturing. 
It don't pay quite as well, but I re- 
tained my individuality, and that is 
•omething. 


"Every now and then I run across 
one of our old jokes in a newspaper 
or magazine, and it brings back fond 
memories. 
Dan Rice was famous for 
creating 
unique 
situations 
which 
would set the crowd roaring with 
laughter. 
In the rural districts it 
was a common thing to see a young 
couple perched high up on the seats 
—in the skyline row—the boy with 
his arm around the girl and both eat- 
ing candy or popcorn in supreme con- 
tent, 
Dan's keen eyis never missed 
such splendid subjects and he would 
turn to the ringmaster. 
Then would 
follow a dialogue about like this, Dan 
taking the lead: 


" 'Say, Mr. Smith, do you know 
that I'd rather be one of those people 
Tip there than to be President of the 
United States?' 


" 'What!' exclaimed the ringmaster 
In great astonishment. 
'I can't imag- 
ine any man in this crowd who Is 
luckier than the President of the Uni- 
ted States.' 


" 'Well, there Is; come here and 
I'll show him to you.' 


"Dan takes the ringmaster by the 
arm and rushes him to the side of the 
ring and then points to his victims up 
on the high seats. 


"'There he is!' he shouts. 
'I'd 
rather be that young man up there 
with his arm around his girl than to 
be the President.' 


"If you don't think that brought a 
laugh down you never attended a cir- 
cus. But Dan made it worse yet. 
He 
.would start to go up the steps with 
his hand pointed to the miserable 
couple and say, as if trying to soothe 
them: 'That's all right, young'uns; 
Just go on like you was and we won't 
say any more about it. I had no idea 
these people would be so unmannerly 
as to laugh.' 


"This is one of my jokes which en- 
tered upon this life about the year 
1866, and is still doing time in some 
of the almanacs: I rush up to the 
ringmaster crying as if my heart was 
.being shivered to pieces. 
The ring- 
master 
sympathetically 
wants 
to 
know: 


" 'What on earth are you howling 
about? 
You act like you had lost 
every friend on earth.' 


"Fairly roaring out my 
sobs 
I 
would reply: 


" 'You'd cry, too, if you had had 
the miserable luck that came to me 
to-day!' 


" 'Well, well, there is no use going 
on that way; tell me what your trou- 
ble is and maybe I can help you.' 


" 'Nobody can help me. 
It's too 
terrible/ 


"'Tell 
it, man! 
Tell it!' 
com- 
mands the ringmaster. 


" 'They had a wreck on the Santa 
Fe Railroad y e s t e r d a T w p 
trains 
that were trying to p^ s on the same 
(track 
butted 
into 6ich other and 
every man, woman and child on both 
(trains was killed In a minute.' 
More howls. 


" 'Well,' says the ringmaster, 
'I 
don't see what 
you're 
blubbering 
about. You didn't have any people on 
those trains, did you?' 


" 'No, that's what's the matter with 
.me. 
My mother-in-law had a ticket 
'to go on one of them, but was late to 
the depot and missed It.' 


"You know how the 
ringmaster 
.pops 
his 
whip at the clowns. 
It 
fiounds like he's whaling the life out 
'of them, but he don't need to hurt 
them unless he wants to. 
But once 
we had a ringmaster who not only 
pretended to strike me with his whip, 
J)ut he did It so realistic that he 
raised great black and blue marks on 
my back. 


"It happened that this ringmaster 
bad an uncle in one of the Northern 
cities, who was not rated as strictly 
ihonest. 
It was said that he had con- 
¡tracted some heavy obligations with 
friends, and by some clever transfers 
of his prop' -ty had evaded payment. 
Nearly ever> ^ d y in that town knew 
about this dlK^onest transaction and 
was down on him. 
When we reached 
¡that place I saw a chance tp even up 
with my tormentor for the slashing 
be had given me, 
Mr. Ringmaster 
didn't know what was coming, and it 
fieemed like he was trying to pay me

centre pole there.' 


" 'Impossible! 
I'll bet you a hun^ 
dred dollars against a nickel that you 
can't do it,' he says. 


"The alleged money was put up 
into the hands of a general utility 
man and then I Jumped a foot or two 
in the air. 
The ringmaster In great 
glee demands his money, but I tell the 
stakeholder to hold onto it until we 
see how high the pole is going to 
Jump. That's the end of the gag. but 
on this occasion, in order to get my 
revenge, I introduced this one: 


" 'Mr, Smith, did you ever hear 
about me jumping with your uncle?' 


" 'Why, no. 
Did you ever Jump 
with my uncle?' 


" 'Yes, I did that.' 
•• 'How far. did you Jump?' 
••'Oh, I jumped about eight and 
one-half feet on the level.' 


"He hesitated before the next ques- 
tion. I think some Intuition told him 
what was coming, but he dared not 
stop with the big audience waiting to 
hear him ask it: 


" 'And 
how 
far 
did 
my 
uncle 
Jump?' 


" 'Well, sir, he made one of the 
mightiest Jumps you ever saw in all 
your life and landed $15,000 In debt, 
but I never heard whether he jumped 
out again or not.' 


"The audience enjoyed the Joke 
hugely because many in It had been 
victimized by the ringmaster's rascal- 
ly uncle. 
They led the cheering and 
seemed to think it was the prize Joke 
of the show.

"Dan Rice's first Instructions to me 
were about like this: 'You're the man 
to make them laugh; that's your Job, 
If you're sick, distressed in mind or 
body, owe any bills, or are dodging 
anybody who is going to lick you, for- 
get dt until after the show is over. 
You must go into the ring with only 
one thought in view. You must keep 
your 
mind 
and body healthy and 
clean and then you will feel like you 
want to laugh yourself, and it will be 
easy to make your audience laugh. 
The matter of making people laugh is 
largely 
one 
of 
magnetism; 
they 
should feel in their bones that when 
they look at your face they are going 
to smile whether you say anything or 
not. I have known clowns who could 
keep an audience in an uproar Just 
by the way they would move their 
mouths. 
People would rather laugh 
than do anything else on earth, and 
if you can make them laugh until 
their sides ache they will be your 
friends for life.' "—Kansas City Star.

But HeMI Do the Playing in His Lab<M*- 
atory, Working Purely as a ftclantlat 
and Not for Commercial Ends—H^ 
Has Hts New Storage Battery About 
Perfected Now, 
Thomas Alva Edison, the inventor, 
says that when a man gets to be 59 
years old it Is time to knock off work 
and play awhile. Mr. Edison is 59 and 
his play time has begun. 


"For forty-five years I have been 
making experiments with electricity," 
said Mr. Edison on his recent births 
day, "but all those years I have been 
turning these experiments to commer- 
cial value so fast that I have not had 
a chance to play with electricity for 
the fun of the thing, just to see how 
much I can find out about It. But from 
tomorrow on I am going to give up the 
commercial end of It and work In my 
laboratory purely as a scientist Tliat 
will be tlie pleasure I have long been 
promising myself.*' 


The wizard of West Grange did not 
seen to take the eve of his birthday 
seriously when a Sun reporter went 
out to his home at Uewellyn Park to 
ask 
him 
If the 
approaching event 
i)rompted him to make any announce- 
ment of what the next year's work 
would be. A phonograph beat out the 
Ineasures of the overcoat song from 
"La Boheme" In the hallway above 
iMr, Edison's library as he talked. 


"Yes, we have a -phonograph In the 
house," he said with a smile. 
"I am 
getting almost too deaf to hear It, but 
the rest of the family are afflicted to 
satisfy my whim. 
One of the 
first 
things I hope to do in the near future 
is to perfect my phonograph. 


"It may not be long before my hear- 
ing leaves me entirely, 
I have been 
deaf since I was a boy, but it is get- 
ting worse as I grow older. I want to 
tinker- with my phonograph while I 
still can hear it. I believe that I can 
make the records more clear and the 
machine a far -better reproducer of 
tone qualities than it is now." 


Mr. Edison referred to the final per- 
fection of his new storage batteries 
for electric motor vehicles. His manu- 
factory for the production of this new 
device, which has been erected within 
sight of the Edison house, is complete, 
said the inventor, and will soon begin 
to put Its product on the market. 


"Next summer I will let the new 
and «perfected Edison storage batter- 
ies go out," he said, "because now I 
am certain that I have my invention 
up to the highest point of efficiency. I 
Icnow when I have completely solved 
a problem, and so I can say there is 
nothing more to be done on the new 
battery save to put It on the market. 


"About 200 of the original type of 
the new battery are In use in New 
York city at present. 
Tiffany has 
twenty-one trucks equipped with It and 
the Adams Express Company about 
fifty. 
They say they are satisfied with 
the original model, but I am not. 


"On a severe test the old battery 
lasted only four months. 
My perfect- 
ed 
will siand .USld 
^fo^ 
two and a halTyeSrs and not give out, 
I know, because I have tried it under 
the severest test. 


"I d3elleve that the new storage bat- 
tery solves the problem of vehicle 
transportation In great cities. 
It will 
modify to an extent hardly to -be ap- 
preciated the congestion In the down- 
town 
streets, for an electric truck 
equipped with my batteries will be 
half as long as the present unwieldy 
wagons and twice as fast. 
So there 
will be only one-fourth the present 
congestion In the streets imder the 
new system of speedy motor trucks. 


"My manufactory will be capable of 
producing 1,000 storage batteries a 
day, 
I believe that before long that 
output will be inadequate to meet the 
demand. 
The new motor truck will 
reduce the cost of drayage below what 
it Is under the 
present 
regime of 
horses,"

GEOGRAPHICAL 
ODDITIES. 


A Ditappearrng Lake in Fiorlda-^Tht 
Buay MisBissippL 


Some years aico a topographer was 
sent out from Washington to make a 
survey of what was then Payno Prairie, 
Florida, a bit of land about ofeht by 
five miles in extent. The survey was 
made and the prairie described. Three 
or four years later a new surveying 
expedition found that this land had 
been transformed into a body of wat- 
er, and It was put on tlie map as 
Lake Alachua, 
It ^developed that tliis 
lake-pralrle plays a hide and seek 
game with Itself. 


This freak is explained by the fact 
that a stream loses Itself In a sink at 
the northern part o^ the prairie and 
when this ^ower can carry off all the 
water the region is land'. 
When the 
sink cannot drain off the water It ac- 
cumulates until It becomes a lake. 


One of the natural curiosities of this 
country is the Hampshire Ice Moun- 
tain on tlie banks of North Creek, 
twenty-six miles from Winchester. Va. 
For about a quarter of a mile the west 
side of this tnountain Is covered with 
loose boulders and stones of light col- 
or, the mass extending all the way 
down to the river. 
By lifting these 
stones on any day in the year, crystals 
of ice can always be found securely 
hidden in the crevices beneath. 


The Dismal Swamp Is not a swamp 
at all, according to the usual definition 
of the term. It -stands fifteen or twen- 
ty feet higher than the surrounding 
country, 
and 
Instead 
of 
receiving 
drainage from rivers, is Itself a source 
of supply to various streams. 
The 
climate Is said to be pure and health- 
ful. 


The northern boundary of Delaware 
Is circular In form. This has been ex- 
plained by the fact that In Colonial 
daj^ William Penn wanted enough 
land along the western bank of tne 
Delaware River to give him an outlet 
to the sea. 
He procured from the 
Duke of York a release of all title 
and claim to Newcastle, ^'twelve miles 
around It, and to the land between 
this tract and the sea." 
This survey 
described a senii-circe, and when this 
particular colony became a State it 
still retained the old circular boundary 
line.

many 
interesting 
geographical 
situations have arisen. There are in- 
numerable 
old 
channels 
threading

freshet the river Is quite liable to wan- 
der off down one of these old chan- 
nels and leave -some shipping point 
high and -dry. The town of Delta used 
to be three miles below Vicksburg, but 
a cut-oft! changed things so it is now 
two miles above that point 
Another 
little place called Blue's Point was 
formerly located In Mississippi, hut 
one spring, when times were dull and 
the 
river 
needed 
a 
diversion, 
it 
changed Its channel and transferred 
Blue's Point QY§r into Arkansas. 


Another pastime in which the river 
Indulges 
Island building, 
A snag 
In the river, the wreck of an old boat, 
or a submerged tree. Is all that Is 
needed for a foundation. Chicken I-sl- 
and, near Mound City, Arkansas, and 
just above Memphis, Tenn,, was caus- 
ed by the sinking of the Sultana, a 
Union transport which exploded in 
midstream while carrying troops home 
from the civil war.—New York Sun.

v« •‘The funny papers and three vlng 
<lrcus have about busted up the clown 
businese;” said Henry W; Wileon the 
other day, 
Wilson was for many 
jjears a circus clown and one of the 
best and funniest in the business. He 
is in the lecturing business now. 


•‘The blacked up end man still lire« 
^—more’s the pity—bu the real cir­ 
cus jester has passed into the history 
like George Washington, Napoleon 
etnd other famous characters/' he con- 
itinued. 


"In the days of Dan Rice and Yan­ 
kee Robinson the crowds went to see 
the clown, and they felt, when there 
■was a good one, that they got their 
money’s worth whether there was 
much else to the show or not There 
‘was an individuality about the old- 
time jester, just as there is to-day 
,about the actor. 
Some clowns were 
greater thon others. 
To-day the ten 
o r twelve monkeys that jump around 
• in the three ring circus are all alike 
to the spectators. For all they know 
the performers are graduates from 
the tramp class, and they probably 
are. The big circus has developed the 
real jester out of a job. 
I am not 
complaining, because I quit the clown 
business before the days when they 
began to use monkeys for clowns. 
I 
got converted and went to lecturing. 
It don’t pay quite as well, but I re­ 
tained my individuality, and that is 
•omething. 


•‘Every now and then I run across 
one of our old jokes In a newspaper 
or magazine, and it brings back fond 
memories. Dan Rice was famous for 
creating 
unique 
situations 
which 
would set the crowd roaring with 
laughter. 
In the rural districts It 
was a common thing to see a young 
couple perched high up on the seats 
— in the skyline row—the boy with 
his arm around the girl and both eat­ 
ing candy or popcorn in supreme con­ 
tent. 
Dan’s keen ey^s never missed 
such splendid subjects and he would 
turn to th’e ringmaster. Then would 
follow a dialogue about like this, Dan 
taking the lead: 


“ ‘Say, Mr. Smith, do you know 
that I’d rather be one of those people 
up there than to be President of the 
United States?’ 


•• ‘What!’ exclaimed the ringmaster 
in great astonishment. 'I can’t imag­ 
ine any man in this crowd who is 
luckier than the President of the Uni­ 
ted States.’ 


“ ‘Well, there is; come here and 
I’ll show him to you.* 


“Dan takes the ringmaster by the 
arm and rushes him to the side of the 
ring and then points to his victims up 
on the high seats. 


“ ‘There he is!' he shouts. 
T d 
rather be that young man up there 
with his arm around his girl than to 
be the President.’ 


“If you don’t think that brought a 
laugh down you never attended a cir­ 
cus. But Dan made it worse yet. He 
.would start to go up the steps with 
■his hand pointed to the miserable 
couple and say, as if trying to soothe 
them: ‘That’s all right, young’uns; 
just go on like you was and we won’t 
eay any more about it. I had no idea 
these people would be so unmannerly 
as to laugh.’ 


“This is one of my jokes which en­ 
tered upon this life about the year 
1866, and is still doing time in some 
of the almanacs: I rush up to the 
ringmaster crying as if my heart was 
.being shivered to pieces. 
The ring­ 
master 
sympathetically 
wants 
to 
know: 


“ ‘What on earth are you howling 
about? 
You act like you had lost 
every friend on earth.' 


“Fairly roaring out my 
sobs 
I 
would reply: 


“ ‘You’d cry, too, if you had had 
the miserable luck that came to me 
to-day!’ 


“ ‘Well, well, there is no use going 
on that way; tell me what your trou­ 
ble is and maybe I can help you/ 


“ ‘Nobody can help me. 
It's too 
terrible.' 


“ ‘Tell it, man! 
Tell it!' 
mands the ringmaster. 


“ ‘They had a wreck on the Santa 
jFe Railroad yesterday 
Twp trains 
that were trying to p^ s on the same 
(track 
butted 
into 6ich other and 
every man, woman and child on both 
/trains was killed in a minute.' 


“More howls. 
“ ‘Well/ Bays the ringmaster, *1 
don’t see what 
you're blubbering 
about. You didn’t have any people on

No, that’s what’s the matter with

My mother-in-law had a ticket 
!to go on one of them, but was late to 
the depot and missed it/ 


“You know how the ringmaster 
.pops his whip at the clowns. 
It 
sounds like he’s whaling the life out 
•of them, but he don't need to hurt 
them unless he wants to. 
But once 
we had a ringmaster who not only 
pretended to strike me with his whip, 
3>ut he did it so realistic that he 
raised great black and blue marks on 
my back. 


“It happened that this ringmaster 
had an uncle in one of the Northern 
cities, who was not rated as strictly 
ihonest. It was said that he had con­ 
tracted some heavy obligations with 
friends, and by some clever transfers 
of his prop * 
had evaded payment. 
Nearly ever> g d y in that town knew 
about this diKonest transaction and 
was down on him. When we reached 
;that place I saw a chance tp even up 
with my tormentur for the slashing 
he had given me, 
Mr. Ringmaster 
didn't know what was coming, and it 
seemed like he was trying to pay me 
up that night for all the feeling the 
people had expressed against his 
saintly uncle.

•‘ ‘No, I never saw you jump. Can 
you jump high?1 


•• ‘That don’t express it; 
Why, I 
can jump as high as that 200 foot 
centre pole there/ 


•• •Impossible! 
1*11 bet you a hun« 
dred dollars against a nickel that you 
can’t do it/ he says. 


“The alleged money was put up 
Into the hands of a general utility 
man and then I jumped a foot or two 
In the air. 
The ringmaster in great 
glee demands his money, but I tell the 
stakeholder to hold onto it until we 
seo how high the pole is going to 
jump. That’s the end of the gag, but 
on this occasion, in order to get my 
revenge, I Introduced this one: 


“ ‘Mr. Smith, did you ever hear 
about me jumping with your uncle?' 


“ ‘Why, no. 
Did you ever jump 


with my uncle?’ 


•• 'Yes, I did that/ 
" •How far. did you jump?' 
" ‘Oh, I jumped about eight and 
one-half feet on the level/ 


“He hesitated before the next ques­ 
tion. I think some intuition told him 
what was coming, but he dared not 
stop with the big audience waiting to 
hear him ask it: 


•• 'And how far did my uncle 
jump?’ 


•• ‘Well, sir, he made one of the 
mightiest jumps you ever saw in all 
your life and landed $15,000 in debt, 
but I never heard whether he jumped 
out again or not/ 


“The audience enjoyed the joke 
hugely because many in it had been 
victimized by the ringmaster’s rascal­ 
ly uncle. They led the cheering and 
seemed to think it was the prize Joke 
of the show. The ringmaster wanted 
me discharged, and when the boss 
wouldn’t do it he left. 


“Dan Rice’s first instructions to me 
were about like this: ‘You’re the man 
to make them laugh; that's your job. 
If you’re sick, distressed in mind or 
body, owe any bills, or are dodging 
anybody who is going to lick you, for­ 
get 4t until after the show is over. 
You must go into the ring with only 
one thought in view. You must keep 
your mind and body healthy and 
clean and then you will feel like you 
want to laugh yourself, and it will be 
easy to make your audience laugh. 
The matter of making people laugh Is 
largely one 
of 
magnetism; 
they 
should feel in their bones that when 
they look at your face they are going 
to smile whether you say anything or 
not. I have known clowns who could 
keep an audience in an uproar just 
by the way they would move their 
mouths. 
People would rather laugh 
than do anything else on earth, and 
if you can make them laugh until 
their sides ache they will be your 
friends for life.’ ”—Kansas City Star.

“To let the instruments sing/' he 
said, “is the secret of conducting. 
Song is the soul of music; everything 
in an orchestra has to sing, even the 
dryest instrument. 


“The conductor is like a skilled 
sportsman who lets the horses have 
the reins and yet guides them. 
As 
long as my picture of the music is 
not spoiled I let the player and singer 
draw the line, 
I remember well my 
own feelings when playing in the or­ 
chestra. 
I was cut short, still being 
on the last beat of a bar, when the 
military conductor began 
on 
the 
next/'—Truth. 


Burro Drivers Carry Candles, 


In Mexico all vehicles, be they 
handcart, automobile, or anything be* 
tween, must carry a light at night. 
This rule is rigidly enforced. 
Even 
the drivers of the poor little burro or 
mule carts, on their two wheels, must 
carry a light.

But He’ll Do the Playing in His Labor* 
atory, Working Purely as a Scientist 
and Not for Commercial Ends—H* 
Has His New Storage Batttry About 
Perfected Now. 
Thomas Alva Edison, the inventor, 
says that when a man gets to be 5D 
years old it is time to knock off work 
and play awhile. Mr. Edison is 59 and 
his play time has begun. 


“For forty-five years I have been 
making experiments with electricity,” 
said Mr, Edison on his recent birth* 
day, “but all those years I have been 
turning these experiments to commer* 
cial value so fast that I have not had 
a chance to play with electricity for 
the fun of the thing, just to see how 
much I can find out about it. But from 
tomorrow on I am going to give up the 
commercial end of it and work in my 
laboratory purely as a scientist. That 
will be tlie pleasure I have long been 
promising myself.” 


The wizard of West Orange did not 
seen to take the eve of his birthday 
seriously when a Sun reporter went 
out to his home at Uewellyn Park to 
ask him if the approaching event 
prompted him to make any announce­ 
ment of what the next year’s work 
would be. A phonograph beat out the 
Measures of the overcoat song from 
“La Boheme.” in the hallway above 
♦Mr. Edison’s library as he talked. 


“Yes, we have a «phonograph in the 
house,” he said with a smile. “I am 
getting almost too deaf to hear it, but 
the rest of the family are afflicted to 
satisfy my whim. 
One of the first 
things I hope to do in the near future 
is to perfect my phonograph. 


“It may not be long before my hear­ 
ing leaves me entirely. I have been 
deaf since I was a boy, but it is get­ 
ting worse as I grow older. I want to 
tinker with my phonograph while I 
still can hear it. I believe that I can 
make the records more clear and the 
machine a far better reproducer of 
tone qualities than it is now.” 


Mr. Edison referred to the final per­ 
fection of his new storage batteries 
for electric motor vehicles. His manu­ 
factory for the production of this new 
device, which has been erected within 
sight of the Edison house, is complete, 
said the inventor, and will soon begin 
to put its product on the market. 


“Next summer I will let tlie new 
and «perfected Edison storage batter­ 
ies go out,” he said, “because now I 
am certain that I have my invention 
up to the highest point of efficiency. I 
know when I have completely solved 
a problem, and so I can say there is 
nothing more to be done on the new 
battery save to put it on the market. 


“About 200 of the original type of 
the new battery are in use in New 
York city at present. Tiffany has 
twenty-one trucks equipped with it and 
the Adams Express Company about 
fifty. They say they are satisfied with 
the original model, but I am not. 


“On a severe test the old battery 
lasted only four months. My perfect­ 
ed ba^^ry will stand UfiEfl „wear foj; 
two and a halTye&rs and not give out. 
I know, because I have tried it under 
the severest test. 


“I believe that the new storage bat­ 
tery solves the problem of vehicle 
transportation in great cities. It will 
modify to an extent hardly to be ap­ 
preciated the congestion in the down­ 
town streets, for an electric truck 
equipped with my batteries will be 
half as long as the present unwieldy 
wagons and twice as fast. 
So there 
will be only one-fourth the present 
congestion in the streets under the 
new system of speedy motor trucks. 


“My manufactory will be capable of 
producing 1,000 storage batteries a 
day. I believe that before long that 
output will be Inadequate to meet the 
demand. 
The new motor truck will 
reduce the cost of drayage below what 
it is under the present regime of 
m 
horses.” 


Mr. Edison referred to a recently 
announced invention which makes pos­ 
sible signalling from ship to ship or 
from shore to ship under the waves. 
He" said that he has made experiments 
in the transmission of sound through 
water and that the development of 
the new idea of water telegraphy 
might be one of the fields he purposed 
exploring in his newly self-appointed 
holiday. 
Dr. Cahill’s teiharmonium 
also interested him greatly. 


“There are a score of secrets ready 
to hand that I want to pry into/' said 
he. “During all the years that I have 
been putting my discoveries into prac* 
tical commercial value I have run 
across phenomena that invited experi­ 
ment, but I did not have time to turn 
aside from the work at hand. I have 
several notebooks filled with these 
clues to possible new discoveries. Now 
I am going back over these notes and 
work out at my leisure the experi­ 
ments they suggest. 


“The fascination of it all is this/' 
said Mr. Edison, and his face lost 
twenty years of its stamp as his en­ 
thusiasm rose. “To-morrow some fel­ 
low over in Germany may make a 
discovery and the cable flashes the 
news. 
That one discovery opens a 
whole new field to Investigation and 
to experiment, out of which may be 
made «practical application of new and 
untried fprces. You see, we are stand­ 
ing in the shadow of revelation each 
day.” 


AIs it possible to foretell what the 
next grea* step in the application of 
electricity to the mechanics of pre­ 
sent day life will be?” Mr. Edison 
was asked. 


“I would be a daring man to ven­ 
ture a prediction/' he answered. “We 
are all busy collecting data, we in­ 
vestigators, and maybe in &0Q years 


more we will begin to suspect aoaio 
thing/'—toew York Sun. 


's GEOGRAPHICAL ODDITIES. 


A Disappearing Lake In Florida—The 
Busy Mississippi. 


Some years a*o a topographer was 
sent out from Washington to make a 
survey of what was thou Payno Prairie, 
Florida, a bit of land about eight by 
five miles in extent. The survey was 
made and the prairie described. Three 
or four years later a new surveying 
expedition found that this land had 
been transformed into a body of wat­ 
er, and it was put on tlie map as 
Lake Alachua. It developed that this 
lake-prairle plays a hide and seek 
game with itself. 


This freak is explained by the fact 
that a stream loses itself in a sink at 
the northern part o\ the prairie and 
when this sewer can carry off all the 
water the region is land. When the 
sink cannot drain off the water It ac­ 
cumulates until it becomes a lake. 


One of the natural curiosities of this 
country is the Hampshire Ice Moun­ 
tain on the banks of North Creek, 
twenty-six miles from Winchester, Va. 
For about a quarter of a mile the west 
side of this mountain is covered with 
loose boulders and stones of light col­ 
or, the mass extending all the way 
down to the river. 
By lifting these 
stones on any day in the year, crystals 
of ice can always be found securely 
hidden in the crevices beneath. 


The Dismal Swamp is not a swamp 
at all, according to the usual definition 
of the term. It -stands fifteen or twen­ 
ty feet higher than the surrounding 
country, and instead of receiving 
drainage from rivers, is itself a source 
of supply to various streams. 
The 
climate is said to be pure and health­ 
ful. 


The northern boundary of Delaware 
is circular in form. This has been ex­ 
plained by the fact that in Colonial 
days William Penn wanted enough 
land along the western bank of tne 
Delaware River to give him an outlet 
to the sea. 
He procured from the 
Duke of York a release of all title 
and claim to Newcastle, “twelve miles 
around it, and to the land between 
this tract and the sea.” This survey 
described a semi-circe, and when this 
particular colony became a State it 
still .retained the old circular boundary 
line. 


Because man has never been able 
to make the Mississippi obedient and 
content to stay in one particular chan­ 
nel, many interesting geographical 
situations have arisen. There are In­ 
numerable old 
channels 
threading 
back and forth through the forests of 
the lowlands, and whenever there is 
an overflow or a particularly heavy 
freshet the river is quite liable to wan­ 
der off down one of these old chan­ 
nels and leave some shipping point 
high and dry. The town of Delta used 
to be three miles below Vicksburg, but 
a cut-off changed things so it is now 
two miles above that point. Another 
little place called Blue’s Point was 
formerly located in Mississippi, but 
one spring, when times were dull and 
the 
river needed a diversion, 
it 
changed its channel and transferred 
Blue's Point over into Arkansas, 


Another pastime in which the river 
indulges 13 island building. 
A snag 
in the river, the wreck of an old boat, 
or a submerged tree, is all that is 
needed for a foundation. Chicken Isl­ 
and, near Mound City, Arkansas, and 
just above Memphis, Tenn., *was caus­ 
ed by the sinking of the Sultana, a 
Union transport which exploded in 
midstream while carrying troops home 
from the civil war.—New York Sun.

For generations she has en­ 
gaged in trading of every sort, either 
in real partnership with her husband 
or independently—not to test a prin­ 
ciple or vindicate a theory, but be­ 
cause this sort of activity comes nat­ 
urally to her.
